a production of antibodies directed against said annexin antigen. 

2 1 . (New) The method of claim 20 wherein the host is suffering from a 

disease characterized by the overproduction of annexin protein. 
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22. (New) The method of claim 21 wherein the disease is cancer. 

23. (New) The method of claim 22 wherein the cancer is lung cancer. 

24. (New) The method of claim 20 wherein the annexin protein is Annexin I. 

25. (New) The method of claim 20 wherein the annexin protein is Annexin II. 

26. (New) The method of claim 20 wherein the annexin protein is a modified 

protein. — 
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
